Tbe flunuces.

Tn ITnreeonslraeteil States.
The anomalous condition of Virginia. Missis-sipp-l,

and Texas will receive the early attention
of Congrt ss. Already two or three resolutions
have been Introduced, directing the Committee
on Reconstruction to examine and report what
legislation Is necessary to make life and pro
nertv as safe In these States as in olhors of the
Union. Delegations are here la the interests of
the white and black loyalists, from both Vir
ginia and Mississippi, and It Is expected tbat a
similar delegation will soon be bore from Texas,
These will press upon tbe Reconstruction Com
mittee, and upon tbe members and Senators
generally, tbe Importance of speedy action In
bringing these States to their normal condition
In tbe Union.

So much bloodshed and anarchy have been
experienced In some of these Siates, especially
Texas, timing tbe last six months, tbat some
thing most toe done speedily, or the loya
portion of ln people, whlou is weak at best
will be entirely crushed out.
